Every increase in fees at the Uni- 
versity, including the present one, should 
be balanced by a correspondiny increase 
in scholarships for the use of brilliant 
students of slight personal means. 

In a general way, the rise in tuition 
fees, just announced, was inevitable. 

President Robert Newton has alluded 
several times to the enlarging cost of 
university operation. 

And it is only fair and just that the 
student should bear part of the cost of 
these operational increases. 

The people of Alberta contribute nearly 
one million dollars a year to the support of 
the University. And since many of the tax- 
payers have no one connected with them 
attending that institution. although all 
benefit directly or indirectly through its 
work, it is reasonable that the mouning 
costs be borne to some extent by the 
students who are actually the recipients of 
its instruction. 

In the last fiscal year, for instance, the 
provincial government granted the Uni- 
versity $859,680.00 for general expenses 
and $112,660.00 for other expenses. That

Fees and Scholarships 


of the taxpayers of Alberta 

Now edueation is one of the cheapest 
assets money can buy 

But it is not wholesome for young 
people, or old people either, to acquire 
an education at minimum cost to them- 
selves, Something for nothing is just as 
iniquitous in education as in anything else. 

It should, however, be laid down as an 
jualterable principle, that no young 
student of promise and enterprise, should 
be barred from the University through 
lack of means. 

EKither through a wide system of gov- 
ernment scholarships or total remission 
of fees, some definite provision should be 
made to finance students of capacity who 
cannot pay for themselves 

Some such system is an absolutely 
essential corollary to any upward revision 
of such fees. 

It is important and necessary that the 
University be placed upon a sound finan- 
cial basis, supporting itself in so far as is 
possible. 

But no gain in revenue can balance the 
loss of brilliant students who are unable 
to go on with their work because they can- 
not afford to pay fees. 


Is Radio Entertainment Declining? 


If Ottawa is truly concerned over the 


25 percent decline this year in the sale of 
radio receiving sets in Canada, somebody 
should get busy and find out if there is 
anything the matter with radio enter- 
tainment 


The actual sales drop is in relation to 
239,955 sets having a total value of $11.,- 
000,000. 

The government is inclined to believe 
that this new sales resistance has some- 
thing to do with prices. 

It probably has. But when a sales 
slump is as high as 25 percent, there is 
reason to believe that other factors must 
pe involved. 

It is not unreasonable to conclude, 
therefore, that radio entertainment itself 


has suffered a decline in popularity. 
As a matter of fact, personal observa- 
tion seems to establish the fact that fewer 


people are leaving their sets turned on for 
hours at a time 

Personal observation again seems to 
indicate certain factors that contribute 


to this decline in radio popularity: 

t. Many radio comedians who used to 
command a large following are going 
stale. 

2. There is a growing resentment 
against the smart-alec type of announcer. 

3. Jive music (if that is what it is 
still called) has become monotonous as 
have hill-billy singer's, torch singers, 
crooners and other vocal afflictions that 
torment the hapless air. 


When Columnist Eats Columnist 


Certain caustic comments have been 
made from time to time about the propen- 
sity of crows for eating crows 

Nothing much has been said, hitherto, 
about the infinitely more entertaining and 
probably more useful phenomenon of 
columnist eating columnist. 

Yet that is precisely what is happening 
in the hurly-burly of American journalism 
where Columnist Drew Pearson has filed 
a $250,000 libel suit against Columnist 
Westbrook Pegler. 

Pearson, it seems, wrote certain com- 
ments on the alleged five suicide attempts 
of the late James V. Forrestal—an un- 
kind and thoroughly useless revelation, 
even if it had been true. 


Pegier then wrote certain comment 
about Drew Pearson. 

Hence the lawsuit. 

Peafson, it will be recalled, is the 


gentleman to whom President Truman 
lately referred cryptically as a “s.o.b.” 


We have not been informed what Pegler 
called Pearson. But if the term ‘“s.o.b.” 
failed to injure Pearson’s feelings to the 
extent of not even a dollar and if Pegler’s 
remarks hurt him $250,000 worth, the 
Pegler castigation must have been some- 
thing extra sizzling 


It must have been, at least, 250,000 
times worse than “‘s.0.b,” 
In United States journalism, the 


emergence of snoopy, brow-beating, quar- 
relsome and sometimes pontifical column- 
ists as the chief molders of public opinion 
cannot be called an entirely wholesome 


development. 


And just as millions of people in this 
continent applauded President Truman's 
sentiments, while deploring his language, 
so will millions of people be glad to hold 
the coats of either or both contestants in 
the present legal battle. 

May the best man, if any, win.

Mr. Butler has, obviously not 
been correctly informed with re- 
gard to proposals covering the 
possible erection of an hote! in 
the Jasper Place area. We submit

When the parties who are de- 


sirous of building an hotel at 
Jasper Place submitted their 
proposals to the Board, thev 
were informed that they would 
be required to advertise their 
intention in both of the Ed- 
monton Newspapers once each 


week for a period of four weeks. 
The object of this advertising 
was to bring the matter to the 
attention of the local residents, 
and thus give them an oppor- 
tunity to express their views 
before any construction was 
undertaken. in fact, a footnote 
to each of the advertisements 
invited any who might be op- 
posed to the granting of a beer 
license to notify the board at 
any time within a period of 
thirty days from the date shown 
on the notice.

and which has been the picture 
under Liberal and Conservative 
governments alternately in pow- 
er, with the police force used on 
veterans of the First World War 


when they began their march to 
Ottawa to demand a chance to 
work and earn their living. 

Many of the present veterans 
are sons or daughters of these 
sufferers from the “good” gov- 
ernment promised so faithfully 
before each election by the Con- 
servatives and Liberals, but 
which failed to materialize when 
they took over the reins of gov- 
ernment. 

Their glib reference to the 
advantages possible in this “mar- 
velous rich country of ours” re- 
minded me somehow of the epi- 
sode of Marie Antoidetie who 
went down in history by her 
supreme indifference and re- 
moval from the cares and wor- 
ries of people who wanted 
“bread” for themselves and their 
families and her solution to their 
problem. 

Mr, and Mrs, Drew are in no 
position to know the needs of the 
people to whom a trip for health 
reasons is an impossibility let 
alone a trip made easy and com- 
fortable by unlimited means and 
resources. 

They and the St. Laurents are 
very fortunaie to have the means 
to travel so comfortably and 
happily. Many Canadians cannot 
afford even a week-end holiday 
or week at the lake to rebuild 
their energy or renew their 
tired bodies,

Sense of Humor an Asset 


By Dean W. H. Brittain of MoGill, in his doctorate 
address at the Convocation of the University of Brit- 
ish Columbia. 


Without claiming the virtue 
of originality, I venture to ex- 
press the conviction that the very 
essence of education is learning 
to become adult, The business of 
an educator is simply to help 
youth to grow up. The process of 
education, therefore, consists in 
the achievement of mental mat- 
urity, 

If forced to express a further 
opinion, ] would be bound to 
state my belief that the most 
important component of genuine 
adulthood is the possession of 
that attitude of mind which is 
usually deseribed as a “sense of 
humor.” 

A humorless man lacks the one 
essential quality which, should 
he achieve 2 position of power, 
may easily make him a monster, 
Hitler enjoying a laugh at his 
own expense? For it is this qual- 
ity whieh enables us fo see 
things, including ourseives, in 
their proper proportion. 

I would even go further and 
aay that if this idea of education 
could be fully realized, it might 
even transform the conduet of 
the United Nations end that of 
all the governments of the world. 

As a minor achievement, it

individual to eall a quiet, kindly 
scholar who has spent his life 
in the objective search of truth 
“a rabid imperialistic lackey” or 
to refer to some obscure citizen 
who has throughout his life prac- 
tised the virtues of industry, 
honesty and thrift “a foul blood- 
sucking capitalist.” 

The quality I have mentioned 
may enable you too, to appre- 
ciate the fact that the possession

Sir Richard Livingston, con- 
tending that adult education is

tory, polities, economies, litera- 
ture, and art... so that we 
may for a moment withdraw 
from the turmoil and consider 
or ag@ and ourselves in the 
light of eternal principles and 

stending aside from the 


melee and through its dust and 
confusion, discerning how the 
battle goes, where is its crucial 
clash, where reinforcements and 
re-groypings are needed.” 

This conception, therefore, in- 
volves not merely for, five or 
even seven years of concentrated 
study in a university, but one 
etmbracing the entire life of the 
individual. For it is clear, that 
the #ppreciation of certain sub- 
jects is a privilege of the men- 
tally mature. The very, young 
can be taught to read, the teen- 
age youth to learn cajeulus, but 
it requires maturity to under- 
stand philosophy; and some 
knowledge of life is necessary 
even to understand fully a play 
of Shakespeare. 

Moreover, more is here impjied 
than a matter of mere apprecia- 
tion er the adornment of our- 
leisure hours. It has been said 
that the suecess of any system of 
government “depends upon the 
interest and enthusiasm which 
its, processes can arouse.” 

Democratic government  re- 
quires active and intelligent par- 
ticipant citizenship and the best 
way to learn eitizenship is by 
active participation in its duties, 
Our system demands the volun- 
tary service of very many 
thousands of interested citizens 
to eontinue in health.

TWELVE-FOOT DAVIS 


Famous Legend Still 
Stirs Peace Country

Bulletin Staff Reporter 
PEACE RIVER — Peace River 
northland sti]l lives the legend 
of “Twelve-Foot” Davis, pros- 
pector-hero who died broke, but 
not before out-staking Wall 
Street big shots to a $100,000 

claim, 

Here today, to the old-timers 
who remembered him before he 
died in 1903, Twelve-Foot is gtill 
very much alive. To the not-so- 
old-timers who have read and 
heard the tales of this legend, 
he will remain for time to come 
as a symbol of the pioneers who 
carved out the north. 

An American from Vermont, 
Davis followed the gold-rush 
from the Cariboo to ‘the Peace 
River Block during the wild, hec- 
lic days of the ’80’s. ‘ 

His initials were E. F,, but no- 
body knew his real name, 

In the early settlement of 
Reace River, he was loved by 
oldsters, youngsters and dogs 
alike, 

He became known famously as 
Twelve-Foot during the years 
prior to the turn of the century, 
and the cause for his fame de- 
veloped from a ciaim-staking dis- 

ute into a legal tangle which 

the country from coast-to- 

Oast, reaching into the very 
financial chambers of Wall Street 
in New York. 

Davis held staked la:.d in the 
Cariboo, tumultuous scene where 
thousands trampled each other in 


their frenzied quest for gold. 
From the “discovery post,” the 
point from where each legal 
claim was marked out, Twelve- 
Foot discovered that claims were 
overlapping each other by the 
distance which later was to be 
connected with his famous nick- 
name. 

But it wasn't easy to prove at 
the time. The local claims offices 
either didn't have time to listen 
to Davis, or they weren't con- 
vinced of any error. Twelve- 
Foot appealed to Ottawa, then in 
the midst of seemingly more 
important and pressing business 
than the staking of a room-size 
pareel of land, 

But Ottawa listened, and a 
surveyor was dispatched from 
the capital to investigate. irregu- 
larities in the disbursement of 
land in the seething Cariboo. 

The Guggenheims and other 
wealthy interests from New York 
were affected by the upstart 
Davis, who “encroached” on their 
property rights. Twelve-Foot 
worn his long battle, however, 
and was awarded 12 feet of 
“pay-dirt” which previously be- 
longed to the wealthy indus- 
trialists. 

But the story didn't end there, 
and in the months immediately 
following, Davis realized the 
staggering implications of -his 
efforts. 

During mining operations, he 
was to pull from that square 
piece of newly-woa land goid 


which has been variously esti- 
mated in value from $50,000 to 
$100,000. 

A few years later, near Peace 
River town, Davis was lying un- 
der the stars one night on top of 
Grouard Hill with his friend, 
Jim Cornwall, who today remem- 


bers Davis and the famous leg- 


ond, 

“Jim,” said .Davis, “make me 
a promise now.” Cornwall, show- 
ing sucprise, didn't have time to 
-answer, when Davis repeated 
again: “Promise me that when I 
die, I'm buried on this spot I'm 
lying on now.” 

In 1908, many years later, Corn- 
wall received word in the United 
States, where he was then living, 
that his former companion died. 
Packing his belongings, Jim 
Cornwall returmed to Peace River 
immediately, ‘and distovered that 
Twelve-Foot was resting ina 
regular grave outside the town. 

Cornwall told his story to the 
authorities, who granted him 
penmission to exhume Davis and 
re-bury him on top of Grouard 
Hill, highest point in the Peace 
River area. 

Todey, amidst the quiet of 
trees and flowers, a smal! cairn 
lies above the bones of Twelve- 
Foot Davis. It is an old knotted 
tree trunk, which has survived 
the years, and it is inseribed 
simply: 

Here lies Twelve-Foot Davis; 
miner, irapper pathfinder and 
trader. Everyone's. friend, his 
door was locked to no ane.”

Spacing Urged

CALGARY, May 31.—A defence 
of close oil well spacing was made 
by C. W. Tomlinson of Ardmore 
Oklahoma, president of the Ameri- 
can Association of Petroleum 
Geologists, at a meeting of the Al- 
berta Society of Petroleum Geolo- 
gists in the Palliser Hotel yester- 
day. 

Dr. Tomlinson, who made the 
trip specially to address the meet- 
ing of about 175 persons, wil! short- 
ly publish his theories and their 
substantiation. 

He admitted the theory is con- 
siderably out of fashion today and 
that it is popular to hold a few 
wells scattered far apart will drain 
an oll field as well as a greater 
number of wells closer together. 


MORE OIL FROM FIELD 

Dr. Tomlinson said although the 
widely scattered wells will make a 
greater recovery per well, more oil 
will be obtained from the field as 
a whole by closer spacing. That is, 
four wells covering 10 acres each 
would eventually obtain more oil 
than one well on 40 acres. He pre- 
sented actual statistics proving that 
with -conditions roughly similar 
twice as much oil was recovered 
per acre-foot of oi! zone in fields 
where spacing of wells was four 
times thicker 

There is a limit to the theory, he 
admitted, beyond which the drill- 
ing of more wells would mean lit- 


tle or no more increased recovery 
from the field. 

The deeper the ol! zone, the 
greater drainage area has to be 
reserved for each well to make 
it pay, he-said 

In one fairly typical field, with 


wells producing 100 barrels dally 
it would take 95 years for oil to 
move from the edges of a 40-acre 
plot to a well in the centre of the 
plot.
